A suggestion was made to the applicant to amend the independent claims by 
including the following claim segment to make the claims in condition for allowance: 

- - a single layer filter cloth comprising warp yarns and weft yarns, the warp 
yams and the weft yams being multi-filament yams; 

additional thicker monofilament yams woven on to the surface of the filter cloth, 
spaced apart, parallel to and against the weft yarns, so that the thicker monofilament 
yams form fiow channels between them for filtrate fiow - -
